The passing of the bill 
murked the flnal step in 
the removal of nearly two 
confuries of special privi- 
leges for Europeans, In 
1925 similar bill was 
introduced by Sardor 
Patel’s elder brother, Vit- 
talbhai Patel and fniled 
when the debate was ad- 
journed indefinilely.—Rews-

China Reds’

Nanking, March 28. 
The Communist controfled 
press in Peiping, has charged 
that B-29 bombers with 
American markings — carried 
out raids which destreyed the 
eruiser Chungking at Hulutao 
on March 19 after it defected 
to Communism, it was reliably’ 
Jearned today 
The Chinese press in the Red 
capital also carried an offitial Com- 
munist handout whieh sald theee 
American submarines appeared off 
Hulutno on March 20 as part of 
the sume operation, 
The Chungking was knocked: out 
-by Nationalist’ bombers -which 
seored three hits with 1,000 pound 
vontbs on March 18 and March 14, 
The Communist radio subsequently 
admitted desruction of the vessel 
nt its mooriye in the Manchurian 
port of Hulutuo and said the roids 
wore carried out by Amertean-made 
Beds. 4

Despite the Communist Radio's 
reiteration on Saturday night that 
the forthcoming peace talks 
wauld be based on the Commun- 
ist leader, Mr, Mao Tse-tune’s 
edght peace terms Jald down in 
his January 14 statement, in- 
formed observers here expressed 
the belicf thet both sides would 
probably make concessions on 
more controversial points in an 
effort to achieve a settlement. 


The Nationalist delegation 
thought, would urge that: Condl- 
tion’ No. 1—the punishment of 
eriminals—he modified and to be 
limited to n-complete elimination 
from ~ Chinese olitiés “or such 
leaders as had been ardent sup- 
porters and advocates of the civi' 
war. Contlition No, 2—the abroga- 
tion of the Constitutlon—be de- 
ferred until a new National As- 
sembly could be elected. Condi- 
tion No. 3—the abolition of the 
present political system—be im- 
plemented us soon as 2 Coalition 
Government has been formed. 


Condition No. 4—the reorgani- 
sation of the army—be carried 
out on the principal of the na- 
tionalisation’ of the-armed forces. 


The Nationalist delegation may 
suggest that a sort of plebiscite 
be Fela among the troops them-, 
selves for or against, remaining 
in the Army. 

Condition No. 7—the abolition 
of “traitorous” treaties—pe effect- 
ed only after a carefu% study of 
the existing agreen. ova. 

Condition Ne. 8—the banning 
of “reactionary” elements from 
the Politleal Consultative Con- 
ference—be given tno must tiberal 
Interpretation possible to permif 
of the maximum number of Kuo- 
mintang members attending the 
projected Consultative Confer-~ 
eure. 

Conditions Nos. 5 und %—the 
ctifsculion of burnaucatle capital 
and the enforcement of land re- 
farm—are expected to be accept- 
ed by the Natlonalist “delegates 
wittout discussion as similar 
mensures ofteh- had heen ad- 
vecuted by Nanking.

In 
the course of the afternoon a 
steady procession of airfield per- 
sonnel and visitors withdrew 
their honds with awed expres- 
sions and nods of confirmation, 
Ieavitty the frogs in o state of 
fright. 

Mr. Ho explained that the Idea 
for his ‘frog farm” datert back 
back to prewur days. Tt originated 
in a book he had read. War in- 
terrupted his plans, so the two 
cratelouds of frogs now on their 
way to Singapore -are oxperi- 
mental. They will be the first one 
of thelr kind in Singapore. 


If They Breed Well 


It the flying 84—42 pairs— 
breed well in the tropical climate, 
Mr. Ho will raise them for Singa- 
pore's hotels and restaurants. 

“They taste like spring chic- 
ken,” he declared. “In Paris they 
actually pass for spring chicken, 

In Singapore a chicken today 
costs HK$10. Mr. HO expects to 
sell his giant bulltrogs for HK$4 
apiece—if they cooperate. Al 
present, because they are so rere 
there, he estimated the frogs were 
worth about HK$100 each. - 

“Eventually we hope to ex- 
port them to various places," Mr, 
He added. “And Hong Kong is 
only a few hours away by alr.” 

In case the gourmande in our 
midst become too drvoly, how- 
ever, it will probably oc over 
venr before -any of the descon- 
dants of Mr. Ho’s imported stock 
appear on the market.

France's middle of the road 
coalition swamped its Degaullist 
and Communist opponents in the 
cantonal fcounty) elections which 
ended yesterday. . 

The parties mating up the pre- 
sent Government won 1,082 seats 
to 389 for the Degaullists and 37 
for the Communists, Ninety-nine 
Beats went to Independents, The 
Degullists won more sents than 
any single party.

LABOUR PARTY‘S 
PROGRAMME 
The British Labour Gov- 
ernment have decided not to 
ask for the Bnphset sors 
before the normal expiration 
of their mandate in 1950. 
The programme on which 
they will vo to the polls will, 
this time, be a consolidation 
of results already achieved 
rather than one of battle. 
These are the two main de- 
cisions which have resulted 
from the recent deliberations 
held by the principal mem- 
bers of the Government and 
the Executive Committee .of 
the Labour Party, who are 
directly responsible for the 
formulation of the Labour 
Party programme. 
The Socialist decison not 
to hold a General Election 
before 1950 interprets the 
renewed confidence inspired 
at Transport House by_ the 
recent by-elections. With 
the progressive removal of 
controls on food and cloth- 
ing. the Labour Party —be- 
lieve that time is on their 
side, The Attlee Govern- 
ment would also be reluct- 
ant to put a premature end 


to the present session by 
hurried elections without 
having accomplished — their} 


ambitious programme for the 
nationalisation 
industry. ‘ 7 

Straterv ordains that “he 
present Parliament shall be 
allowed to compicte its full 


term. Equally strongly, 
strategy requires. that .the 
demands of the extremists 
shal! occupy but a = small 
place in the next programme. 
No one is more conscious 
than Sir Stafford Cripps of 
the number of problems

the chief opponents - of. the. 
Government. _ If -the gulf 
between the Burmese and,the 
the two most ad- 
vanced races in Burma, can- 
not .be/ bridged, thelr quarrel 
may make orderly rule _im- 
possible, no matter ‘which 
side emerges victorious.

ARCHBISHOP ASKS 
NEW RELATIONS 
WITH THE STATE 


Dr. Cyril Garbett, Archbishop of ‘York, said today 
that many people feel thore is an urgent need 
for some changpo in the present relationship be- 
tween Church and State in Britain. 

In his April Diocesan letter, Dr. Garbett said the 
individual Anglican churchman has probably 
greater freedom than the members of any 
other Church, but the Church as a body is with- 
out full spiritual freedom. 


This position, justifiable when 
every member of the State. is 
ulso a churchman, is anomalous 
and full of danger now that the 
Church is in a minority. 

A ‘tolalitarinn State hostile to 
the Church would have the 
means of crippling its work, the 
Archbishop maintalned. 

Under ‘the present = arrange- 
ments, Parliament jis the supreme 
arbiter of the constitution of the 
Church of England and the King, 
on the advice of the Prime Minls- 
ter, appoints the bishops. 

Few would wish for disestab- 
lishment, which, at a time when 
religion is so flercely attacked on 
the Continent, would be regarded 
us na national repudiation of re- 
ligion, the Archbishop sald.

“DEMOCRATISATION”. OF

of the day's most thrilling 
athictics. 
Performaneen were on the 


whole nothing spectacular with 
the exception perhaps of HKU’s 
Sidney Hollands’ 100 metres in 
11.2 seconds which [s quite com- 
mendable, considering the poor 
condition of the tracks they al! 
had to run on. 


Races, however, were keenly 
contested which more than made 
up for the lack of sensational 
times and distances returned. 


A Most Interesting Race 


The most interesting race of 
the day and the first to feature 


young Wagner -was the 1,500 
metres medley relay. 

.-Norman Lo (HKU) ran an 
even 100 metres again but
